No. CO,12(l)54(b) — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948, (XXXIV of 1948), is published, as required by 
-sub-section, (4) of the said section, for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft amendments Will be taken 
into consideration on or after the 14t.h November 1955, 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from; any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified will be considered by the 
said Corporation. 

Draft Amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance 
( General ) Regulations, 1950 

1. For regulation 103- A, the following regulation shall 
be substituted, namely; 

" Regulation 103-A — Medical benefit after contribution 
ceases to be payable : 

(1) A person on becoming an insured person for the 
first time shall be entitled to medical benefit for 
a period of 13 weeks provided that where such a 
person continues for 13 weeks or more to be an 
employee of a factory or establishment to which 
the Act applies, he shall be entitled to medical 
benefit till the beginning of the corresponding bene- 
fit period. 

(2) A person in respect of whom 12 weekly contribu- 
tions have been paid in a contribution period 
shall be entitled to medical benefit till the end of 
the corresponding benefit period. 


(3) A person suffering from tuberculosis shall be en- 
titled to medical benefit for an additional one 
month for every contribution period in which 
not less than 12 contributions have been payable 
in respect of him subject to a maximum of 2 years 
for the total treatment and subject to tfie con- 
dition that medical benefit shall in any case con- 
tinue for so long as the person is entitled to 
receive extended sickness benefit. 

(4) An insured person, whose title to medical bene- 
fit has ceased under this Regulation shall again 
be entitled to medical benefit from the date of 
his re-employment as an employee under the 
Act by a factory or establishment to whiob the 
act applies, if he produces “a certificate from 
the employer in the form, which may be specified 
by the Director General for the purpose. 

(5) An employer shall, on demand, issue the certi- 
ficate referred to in sub-regulation (4) to an em- 
ployee who has been employed by him after 
cessation of his previous insurable employment.
